Examiner's Comment 

3. The support for the amendment to the specification can be found in for example 
figure 2. The inlet fitting 21 has a mouth 23 oriented toward the dust-collecting 
receptacle, toward the rear housing wall 152. The inlet fitting is situated close to wall 
152. From the figure, wall 152 extends up from the bottom of the receptacle at a 
contour. As shown in figure 2, the inlet fitting does not extend over this contour of the 
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Art Unit: 3727 

receptacle. "Contour" is defined as: an outline especially of a curving or irregular 
figure 1 . Se also the specification, page 4, lines 28 through page 5, lines 9, for the 
description of the inlet fitting.
